The fictitious name statute was recently changed by the 1951 
Legislature and the News has the necessary forms for proper registra- 
tion and advertising. 


The charge for advertising the notice the necessary four times 
is $15. ‘ : 


As amended by the 1951 session, the law reads as follews: 


“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name. 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business.is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all, 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious ‘name j 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 3 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said 
registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk of the circuit court except upon receiving 
proof of such publication.”

Six giant pumps, the largest 
ever built by Fairbanks, Morse & 


largest low-lift pumping plant. At 
the heart of the Central arid South- 
ern Florida flood control ‘system, 
this station can pump 3,195,000,000 
gallons of Lake Okeechobee water 
a day from West Palm Beach Canal 
into the conservation reservior to 
the South, 

Just one of the huge pumps can 
deliver more water than is consum- 
ed by the entire population of Flor- 
ida. Working at capacity for 24 
hours, the six units could supply 
nearly three times the average 
daily water consumption of the 
City of New York. 

“Zhe pumps‘are the product of 
nearly six years of’planning, de- 
sign, model studies and construc- 
tion by Fairbanks-Morse and the 
Jacksonville District of the U. S. 
Army Corps of Engineers. They are 
horizontal, axialflow propeller 
pumps, each able to lift 360,000 gal. 
per minute 11.1 ft. The pumps have 
to be giants in size to provide the 
great capacity. Each unit measures 
116 inches at the diffusers and 
water through an eliptical intake 
12 by 18.feet. Pump and frame, ex- 
clusive of suction and discharge 
lines, weigh 89 tons. The 160-inch 
cast-bronze, four-blade propeller it-| 
self weighs 6.7 tons. 

The station is entirely self-suffi- 
cient. Each of the huge pumps is 
driven by a 1,600 horsepower Fair- 
banks-Morse opposed-piston diesel, 
the same engine that won fame 
powering U. S. Navy submarines 
and ice breakers.
